Will Argue Writ of Habeas Corpus in 


Superior Court Next Week— 


Meanwhile Thaw Spends 


His Time in Jail.

Sherbrcoke, Que., Aug. 21.—Law- 


yers for Harry K. Thaw, fencing for 
positior. in his fight to resist deporta- 
tion to the "United States after his 
flight from Matteawon won an advan- 
tage in Sherbrooke today by delaying 
his appearance in the superior court 
on a writ of habeas corpus.

beas corpus at 10 o'clock on Wednes- 
day morn-ing next. His counsel agreed 
to this this afternoon; 
Dominion immigration officials, and 
with them the district attorney and 
sheriff of Duchess county, New York, 
had hoped that Thaw would be pro- 
duced at 10 a. m., discharged on the 
present defective commitment 
and 
thus allowed to fall into their hands 
for deportation at a point on the bor- 
der as yet undecided. 
Thaw's lawyers, however, believing 
in the advantages of delay, declined 
to serve their writ on the jailer, or 
as locally known the "governor of the 
prison" and Thaw remained in his 
hospital ward cell chatting with 'his 
brother-in-law and sister, 
Mr. and 
Mrs. George Lander Carnegie. 
Superior 
Judge 
Globensky 
: was 
sought 
by the immigration officials 
and the officers from New York to 
insist on the service of the writ, os- 
tensibly returnable forthwith, but the 
court held that Thaw's lawyers were 
within their rights. 
There were no I 
court proceedings during the 
tore-' 
noon 
although townspeople jammed 
the court room. 
Thaw's battery of lawyers,. victori- 
ous so far in the strange proceedings 
of keeping their client in jail, agreed 
to announce this afternoon what dis- 
position they purposed to make of 
their idle writ. 
If they still persist 
in not serving it, the immigration 
authorities and District Attorney Con-, 
ger of Duchess county plan to have 
the writ declared void .and insist on 
Thaw's arraignment at' ouce. either 
here or at Coaticook, near where lie j 
was arrested. 
Tqday the case had reached a stage 
where the usual relations of the par- 
ties to a criminal action are absolute- 
ly reversed.

Madison, Wis., Aug. 21.— The total 
incbme tax to be collected from in- 
dividuals in 
Dane 
county 
has in- 
creased 30 percent over the returns 
last year according to the tax 
roll 
completed by 
H. V. Cowles, income 
tax assessor for this 
district. Last 
year the total amount of tax paid by 
individuals was 44,619.58. The tax »s- 
sessment this year amounts to $58, 
194:99. 
The largest increase was in 
the farming districts where the per- 
centage of advance 
for this group 
alone amounted to 78 percent. 
The .total taxable incomes of. indi- 
viduals in Dane- county last year 
was 2,946,904 as 
compared' with an 
assessment this • year .of $3,698,685. 
Last year the assessment in the city 
of Madison was $2 509,485 as compared 
with $2.962 313 this year. 'The tuxes 
frriTi this source amounted to $30.- 
141.04 as compared to $48.647.59 to be 
naid this year. This is an increase of 
24 percent. 
The • taxable incomes *n 
cities, towns and' villages, excepting 
Madison, was $206,421 last year as 
compared with $337,788 
this 
year. 
The taxes on this group will increase 
from $2,520.30 hist year to- $4,283.80, 
or 70 percent. Last year the farming 
districts of Dane county had a taxable 
income of $230.998 as compared with 
$398,537 this year. -The tax for this

One of the most important change? 
is that which requires that the1 tax re 
deinption 
fund accounts heretofore 
kept by the county clerk shall here 
after be kept by the treasurer. 
This 
with numerous other minor changes 
requires that the county clerks plan 
for a new system of records, account- 
ing and reports, and the tax commis- 
sion is co-operating with the clerks 
to secure uniformity. 
The county clerks are required to 
make annual reports to the tax com- 
mission and these reports are made 
the basis upon which the legislature, 
bienally, depends for its information 
as to receipts and expenditures for 
various purposes in the state. .Their 
statistical value is large and uniiform- 
ity is therefore greatly to be desired. 
Tlie tax commission luis prepared a 
system of accounting which it is now 
installing in those counties that make 
application, and it is expected that 
soon its adoption will be general, as 
sxty-eight of the seventy-one counties 
are represented in the state associa- 
tion of county clerks.

HOT WEATHER DRINKS. 


During the hot weather there Is 


great demand for cooling drinks, and 
we prefer those made at home with, 
materials which are 
unquestionable, 


rather than many which are served in 
bottles or at the fountains. In the fol- 
lowing, there surely will he found one 
which will suit the palate of all: 


Ginger Water.—This is th old-fash- 


ioned drink which used to be carried 
to the fields to refresh the tillers of 
the soil who have made our country 
what it.is today. This drink is just 
as popular, today among the descend- 
•SntaHrt the '-'early fathers- of-our-coun- 
try, and is so easily prepared that it 
should be more frequently used. Take 
a tablespoonful of ground ginger, add 
three of sugar and a pint of ice cold 
water; stir well and serve. 
In the 


olden times they sweetened this wftfc 
molasses. 


Rhubarb Drink.—This is a very re- 


freshing as well as wholesome drink 
for children. 
Boil seven 
or 
eight 


stalks of pie plant in a quart of water 
for ten minutes; strain into a pitcher 
in which has been placed the thin rind 
of a lemon. Add four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar and let stand for a few hours 
before serving. 


" Orangeade.—Make a sirup by boil- 
ing half a pound of lump sugar with 
a cup of water. 
Pare four oranges 


very thinly, put the rinds in a pitch- 
er and, pour on the boiling hot sirup. 
Let stand until cold, then add the 
j'uico of the oranges and six. lemons. 
Add a quart of ice cold water, and 
serve'.
